FvANs DENOUNCES DUNCAN 


Farle Makes Fierce Charges Against 
the Governor. 


TILLMAN IS DRAGGED IN 


Personal Responsibility Demanded 


and Accepted. 


CHARGES AND COUNTER CHARGES MADE 


‘Assertion Made That Evans Surrounds 
Himself by Armed Hired Men 
To Secure Safety. 


Charleston, S. C., July 15.—(Special.)— 
Evans, Earle and Duncan met on the stump 
at Lancaster today for the first time, and 
there were fireworks—the first of the cam- 
paign. Earle spoke first, dealing with na- 
tional questions. He was followed by 
Duncan, who says he has been gaining new 
jevidence against Evans in the bond deal 
matter in his management of the dispen- 


gary. 
Duncan said Evans had boasted to friends 
about what he had made out of the bond 
deal. Now he was sorry he had talked, and 
had lately tried to persuade a gentleman 
that he was mistaken in his recollection 
as to what he had said. 
“He does not deny it,’’ exclaimed Duncan. 
“Who was the man?” asked Evans. 
“Larry Gantt, owner and editor of The 
Piedmont Headlight, the leading reform and 
alliance weekly in the state,” replied 


Duncan. 

“That is a lie, I never tried to do any 
guch,’’ retorted Evans. 

Turning to farmers who were near him, 
Evans said: “‘Some people are natural born 

“That’s his old answer,’’ said Duncan. 
“His only defense. I say no brave man 
Would take such advantage of a speaker 
on the stand when he is here protected by 
armed, hired men—men paid to follow him 
about the state to protect his cowardly 
bones. 

“Tillman swore in 1894 no man in South 
Carolina had got a cent out of the bond 
deal. He said this because he did not 
know of Evans's connection with it.” 

“I deny it, and Tillman will, too,’’ replied 


Evans. 

“Do you mean to say that Senator Till- 
man, knowing your guilt, would try to hiae 
it?” asked Duncan. 

“I don’t say I was guilty,” 
Evans. 

“After the Darlington war,’’ said Duncan, 
“when all insurance on dispensaries was 
canceled, Tillman had given it to a Colum- 
bia agent who had persuaded his com- 
panies to accept the risk; but when Evans 
came into office, he took all the insurance 
from that agent and gave it to his brother, 
B. B. Evans. In his last message he made 
an onslaught on three railroads in the 
state, singling out the Southern for special 
attack. About that time his brother, 
George, of Edgefield, a lawyer, went to 
Washington to get employment as counsel 
for the Southern road. He came from 
Washington in the private car of the gen- 
eral counsel. Nothing more was heard of 
the attack on the Southern or the bills 
Feccmmended to be passed. 

“Recently every dispenser in the state 
Was made to give bond in a surety com- 
Pany, and B. B. Evans, the governor's 
brother, got all this insurance for his com- 
Dany, and $4,000 in premiums.’’ 

Governor Evans Replies. 

Governor Evans said he was glad to meet 
General Earle on the stump, as the general 
Was a dignified judge and a gentleman with 
whom he would like to debate. 

The governor said he was tired of shoot- 
ing at carrion crows, and would not pay 
any further attention to Duncan or his 
Charges. “I am not responsible for Dun- 
Can,” he said. ‘“God made him, but why 
He did I do not know.”’ 

“Why don’t you answer my question?” 
insisted Duncan. ‘‘Did you have an under- 
Standing with Rhind to divide commissions, 
or for a fee, before you suggested his name 
to Governor Tillman for appointment as 
State financial agent to refund the bonds?

Believes That Democracy Will Win in 
His State. 


Boston, Mass., July 15.—Hon. Arthur Se- 
wall, vice presidential nominee and loyal 
democratic son of Maine, arrived in Bos- 
ton last night. With him was Mr. Freder- 
ick W. Plaisted, son of ex-Governor Plais- 
ted, of Maine, and proprietor of The Au- 
gusta Age. When a reporter entered Mr. 
Sewall’s room he was seated in an easy 
chair looking over a mass of congratula- 
tory telegrams that had preceded him to 
Boston. 

‘‘In all seriousness,” said he, “‘let me tell 
you that the democratic party will win in 
the fall election. A solid south and every 
state west of the Mississippi will, in my 
belief, declare for our cause. That being 
the case what do we need of the eastern 
states, the hotbed of gold advocates?”’ 

‘But we are not beaten in the east. The 
cause of free silver is gaining ground 
rapidly. You have had examples of it in 
your city in the reception accorded your 
distinguished son, George Frederick Wil- 
liams. I regret that I arrived too late to 
join in the honors that were his due.” 

‘‘Maine is not lost to the democratic tick- 
et.

There were present three represen- 
tatives of the Tennesse Coal, Iron and 
Railroad Company and th Thomas Iron 
Company. 

The Tennessee corporation has thirteen 
furnaces in Alabama and four in Tennes- 
see. The Thomas Company has ten fur- 
naces in Pennsylvania, and is regarded as 
one of the most important producers in 
this state. What other companies were 
represented at the meeting could not be 
learned. 

The condition of the trade, its cause and 
plans for relief were discussed and talked 
over in a friendly way, but nothing definite 
was done today and another meeting will 
be held at some future time, when an en- 
deavor will be made to Secure a larger at- 
tendance.

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JUSTIN’S SHELL SATISFACTORY. 


General Miles Sees a Test of the High 
Explosive—Does Not Talk. 

Syracuse, N. Y., July 15.—The test of the 
Justin high explosive shell before Generi#l 
Nelson A. Miles, of the United States 
ordnance and fortification board, at Wedt 
Vienna, on Oneida lake, was satisfactory..: 
Eight projectiles, weighing 100 pounds 
apiece and containing four and one-haif 
pounds of explosive gelatine, were fired 
from a pinch high-power breech-loadivg 


rifled gun. 

Five struck the lake at a distance cf 
four miles and exploded under water, 
throwing up a column of water high in the 
air. Two more were fired at shorter range, 
timed to explode in one second, and were 
equally successful. 

One projectile was fired into a target of 
two-inch Carnegie steel plate, backed ly 
three feet of maple timbers and six feet of 
sand. The shell pierced the armor and €x- 
ploded in the wood backing, tearing out a 
large hole, thus proving Inventor Joel B. 
Justin’s assertion that the projectile is abie 
to pierce an iron-clad and explode in its 
hull. 

General Miles would pass no criticism 
upon the projectile for the present. The 
Justin company is now negotiating with the 
Japanese government relative to a sale of 
projectiles. 
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ENGINEER DIES AT HIS POST. 


Two Trains Collide and Two Deaths 
and Many Injuries Result. 

Quincy, Ill, July 15—A_ serious collis- 
ion took place on the nmrain line of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad 
seven miles northeast of this city this 
morning. A switch engine manned by 
William von Steinberg, engineer, and Fred 
Smith, fireman, was returning to the city 
from Eubanks at a fast rate of speed.

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Railways Ordered To Cease Hand 
ling Their Own Mail, 


MANDATE SENT OUT TUESDAY 


Postmaster General Wilson Strikes the 
Railways a Hard Blow. 


ALL MAIL MUST CARRY STAMPS 


Will Add Many ‘Thousands to the 
Postoffice Receipts. 


SEVERAL LINES INTEND TO DISOBEY 


Interesting Legal Complications in the 
Courts Expected To Follow. 
What They Say. 


The railroads entering Atlanta were no- 
tified yesterday to discontinue their bag- 
gage car mail service and to buy stamps 
and use Uncle Sam’s mails. 

This means $250 a day postage for the 
roads which enter Atlanta. 

or the year it would be $75,000 just at 
this one point. The same rule is to be 
inforced everywhere and it will give the 
government enough additional revenue to 
put the postal department on a paying 
basis 

This is a hard blow to the roads. They 
have been doing all their business in the 
“R. R. B.”” envelopes, as told in The Con- 
Stitution’s columns ten days ago. The 
roads were put on timely notice by The 
Constitution and notified of what was com- 
ing. For some reason many officials 
thought that it was merely a bluff on the 
part of the postmaster general. 

But they found out yesterday that he 
meant business and that they would have 
to walk up to the rack just as private cit- 
izens, buy their stamps and contribute 
their share, and a large one it will be, to 
the support of the great postal depart- 
ment. 

There was kicking yesterday when Mr, 
Terrell, the superintendent of .the railway 
mail service for this district, notified the 
Officials here of the several roads that tne 
order was issued in dead earnest. The 
Southern railway’s postage bill will be a 
fortune in the course of a year. 

“Of course, we will obey the order,’ said 
the assistant general superintendent, Mr. 
J. S. B. Thompson. “We are not defying 
the laws. t is rought, though.” 

This Road Will Disobey. 

The representatives of one or two of the 
smaller lines said that they would not pay 
any attention to the order, not believing 
that the posmaster general has any right 
to say that they shall not handle their 
own letters if they want to, without pay- 
ing postage. Mr. Terrell says that for 
each letter sent otherwise than through the 


| mails, except where it relates specifically 


to some package of fréight or some passen- 
ger on the same train, the responsible per- 
son in the road is liable to a fine of $50. 

The railroads entering Atlanta have a 
regular postoffice of their own and a pos- 
tal system. They have a man at the union 
passenger station to route the mail. He 
makes up the mail which is sent down 
from the several olfices and distributes it 
in the proper pouches. 

Hugh Volume of Business Done. 

Nearly 12,000 pieces of mail are sent 
through the railway exchange every day. 

Hundreds of pieces weigh from an ounce 
to two pounds. It is a common thing for 
Officials to send files of correspondence 
from one to another until the accumula- 
tions weigh a pound or two.. 

The freight and passenger associations 
come under this rule, too. They have heen 
handling the bulk of their correspondence 
through ‘this postal exchange of their own 
and escaping the postage. he correspond- 
ence of the Southern States Freight Asso- 
clation is very heavy. The files of corre- 
spondence going and coming, swinging 
around the circle of freight officials, are 
appalling in bulk as well as in contents. 
This order of Postmaster General Wilson's 
will increase the expenses of these two as- 
sociations a pretty penny and they -will 
increase the receipts of the great and good 
gold standard government thousands of 
dollars in the course of a year. 

No Boquets for Postal Bosses. 

The railroad officials did not have a thing 
to say yesterday about the officials of the 
postal department at Washington that was 
complimentary. Even the intense goldbugs 
said it was very wrong in the. postmaster 
general and they read and reread the very 
explicit sections of the law to find some 
flaw, some loophole through which they 
could avoid obeying it. But there was no 
chance to misunderstand the meaning of 
these sections—and it was either obey or 
intentionally violate and take the chances 
On being caught. One representative of @ 
road stated that his line yould do the Ilate- 
ter, he believing that no jury: would con- 
vict a road for serding letters concerning 
its own business to its agents or officers ny 
its baggage men in the baggage cars, in- 
stead of through the mails. 

A suspension of the law for two or three 
days was granted to such roads as applied 
for it. The Florida East Coast Line has 
asked the department for a ruling or a 
modification of the law which will enable a 
road to handle its local correspondence, 
that is. its correspondence between all Its 
own agents and officials, in the R. R. B. 
envelopes. The application was made 
through Superintendent Terrell. He sent 
the letter to Washington. 

Says It Will Be Turned Down. 

“But it will be turned down,” he said to a 
representative vf The Qonstitution.: “T] 
have just returned from Washington, where 
I had an interview with the postmaster 
general and his staff on this very subject 
and it is their intention to have the law 
carried out to the letter. They believe that 
if this is done there will be no deficit in. 
our department. There fs nothing for the 
roads to do but to obey the law.”

Salem, I1l., July 15.—Salem paid her fare- 
well today to William J. Bryan in a grand 
demonstration that exceeded by far the 
pyrotechnic reception giyen him on his arri- 
val here Monday night. Yesterday morning 
the preparations were begun and the re- 
guilt was the transformation of the demo- 
cratic candidate’s birthplace from an ordi- 
Mary county seat to a place of variegated 
color and lavish decoration. 

In front of the old courthouse, 
Mr. Bryan made his maiden speech and 
where his father presided as circuit judge 
for many years, a platform with a founda- 
tion of empty oil barrels had been erected, 
and this was covered with red, white and 
blue bunting and other embellishments. 

In response to a proclamation of Mayor 
Lakin, nearly every house floated the na- 
tional standard or some other adornment, 
and pictures of ‘Mr. Bryan, most of them 
clipped from daily papers, were prominent 
in the windows of shops and private resi- 
dences. Business was suspended and the 
whole town prepared itself to make the day 
the greatest little Salem had ever expe- 
rienced. 

Excursions were run by the Baltimore 
and Ohio Southwestern and: the Chicago, 
Paducah and Memphis roads, and people 
from nearly all the neighboring villages 
and the surrounding country took advant- 
age of the opportunity afforded: by the 
cheap rates to hear and see Mr. Bryan. A 
promise that Governor Altgeld would also 
make an address was also another attrac- 
tion. 

Four bands had@ been engaged for the 
Occasion and the three which helped the 
Salem band to make music headed dele- 
gations from nearby towns.

He simply thanked 
them for their offer to furnish him with 
the special car and expressed a desire to 
travel as an ordinary passenger. 

After the Bryan family dinner yesterday, 
Mr. Bryan saw a great many visitors, all 
old friends: had his picture taken on the 
porch of the house in which he was born, 
with his three children about him, and took 
a walk about the town.

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FINE STEAM BARGE SINKS. 
Samoa Goes to the Bottom of the Bay. 
The Celtic Badly Injured. 
Brockville, Ontario, July 15.—One of the 
worst accidents chargeable to Rock Shoal 
in the narrows opposite Hill Crest occurred 
in broad daylight, and as a re- 
sult one of the largest and finest steam 
barges in the river and lake trade at

The vessels are the steam barge Samoa, 
owned by Brown & Co., of Buffalo, and the 
barge Celtic, the property of G. K, Jack- 
son, of Bay City, Mich. Both had grain 
cargoes consigned to the Prescott Klevator 
Company, the former carrying 74,000 bushels 
of oats and the latter 47,822 bushels of corn. 

The Celtic is a three-master and an un- 
usually fine vessel. Captain Stewart, of the 
Samoa, said he knew the existence of 
the shoal, but misjudged its position, as 
the big barge, while running her usual 
speed, struck the shoal about 9 o'clock yes- 
terday with great force, badly staving in 
her bottom.’ The water at once began to 
pour into her hole in a torrent, but Captain 
Stewart, casting away the towing line and 
turning the Semoa about, headed her back 
for Watrous bay, where he ran her ashore 
before she settled to the bottom. 

In the meantime the Celtic also struck the 
shoal with force, but does 
not seem to have damaged her hull much, 
as the crew were able to keep her clear by 
working the pumps. She will have to be 
lightened, however, before she can be 
pulled off the shoal, The Samoa lies in 
eighteen feet of water aft, and her upper 
decks are out of water. Both vessels and 
their cargoes are insured, but to what 
extent is not known. 
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Gold Reserve Going. 
From The Cincinnati Enquirer. 

The gold reserve is again below the lint 
arbitrarily established by John Sherman 
when he was secretary of the treasury. 
The gold monometalists have 
garded a decrease in the reserve 
that point as a danger signal. The 
drawal of $934,700 in gold on Friday, 
of $125,000 on Saturday, though there would 
be no opportunity to make shipments 
abroad before Wednesday, is accepted as 
evidence that the gold taken out of the 
treasury is to be thhoarded. The bond 
sharps are getting ready for another hold- 
up of the treasury of the United States. 

Mr. Cleveland has nearly eight months 
to serve as president.

Now that there is a strong possibility 
that the people, at the next election, will 
order a change of policy, the porcine mon- 
ey changers may determine to ‘‘make hay 
while the sun_ shines,”’ If Mr. Bryan 
gains the presidency, and finds the gold 
reserve reduced, he will appoint a sec- 
retary of the treasury who will redeem, 
at least partly, in silver—the policy which 
Carlisle would have pursued had he not 
been interfered with by the man who 
could demand his resignation.

The Seaboard has ordered a cut in pas- 
Senger rates to $15 from Atlanta to New 
York. 

The circular was received here yesterday, 
but the(Seaboard passenger representatives 
apparently had Hanna orders, for they 
wouldyfhot admit it. Nevertheless the etr- 
cularégot out. 

The application for permission to cut the 
rate was filed with the interstate commerce 
commission in Washington on July 13th and 
it was to go into effect July 17th. Why they 
were making such a mystery of it the pas- 
senger men here would not say. Whether 
they wanted to startle the public with it 
tomorrow morning or catch their adversa- 
ries unawares was not intimated. 

The cut, if it is not withdrawn today, ef- 
fects rates south and west of Atlanta and 
all the way from here north. 

But there is no prospect of a passenger 
rate War, The Southern is not disposed to 
retaliate. Its representatives say that they 
Stand now where they stood when the last 
passenger cut was made. They claim that 
their service, schedules, trains and routes 
will draw the business anyway at the 
standard rate and that there is no reason 
for them to cut their own revenue. In 
other words, they state that the Seaboard’s 
cut does not take any business from the 
Southern. This is disputed by the Sea- 
board, but it is for the two roads to settle 
between themselves, The Seaboard claims 
that it gets more net revenue at a cut rate 
than it does at the regular tariff. 

No notice of the circular ordering the 
cut was received at the passenger asso- 
ciation yesterday. No action will be taken, 
Commissioner Richardson says, unless 
some member of the association asks it. 
And the present indications are that the 
Southern will not unless the cut hurts. 


PASSENGERS MAY RIDE FREE, 


War Between Baltimore Packet Com- 
pany and Southern Railway. 
Baltimore, July 15.—The war between the 
Baltimore Steam Packet Company and the 
Seaboard Air-Line on the one side and 
he Baltimore, Chesapeake and Richnrond 
Steamboat Company and the Southern 
Railway Company on the other is becont- 

ing hot. 

The latter companies recently put on a 
line of steamers between Baltimore ag@J 
Norfolk, invading the steam packet com- 
pany’s—Old Bay Line—exelusive territory. 
Some slight cuts in rates are also alleged 
to have been made. The steam packet 
confpany retaliated today. In connection 
with its ally, the Seaboard Air-Line, it 
announced a sweeping reduction in all 
rates, and extending to all the principal 
southern cities, In addition.to the cut in 
rates the steam packet company will, be- 
ginning next Friday, run steamers between 
Baltimore and Richmond, Va., by way of 
the Chesapeake bay and the James river, 
thereby invading the territory heretofore 
exclusively controlled by the Southern 
Railway Company. 

Laltimoreans are large holders 
Seaboard Air-Line and the steam packet 
company, and they state, through their 
Officers, that they will drive the Southern 
railway out of their territory or force 
them to carry passengers and freight for 
nothing. Some of the cuts made today 
were in the neighborhood of 40 per cent.

A Freight Clerk in Cincinnati Recalls 


a Bit of Persona) History.

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PLEADS FOR HER BOY 


| Miss Esther Cook Says Arthur Hanye’ 


Was Wayward but Kind. 


HELPED AND CARED FOR HER 


Says Evil Companions and Drink 
Caused His Downfall—Pathetic 
Appeal for Hanye’s Life. 


—_— 


Miss Esther Cook, the aged aunt of Ar- 
thur Hanye, the young man condemned to 
be hanged for the murder of his friend, 
Will Sphinks, is a daily visitor at the coun- 
ty jail. She talks with Hanye and car- 
ries him food and clothing. 

There is something pathetic in the vis- 
its of Miss Cook. She is a little old woman, 
gray and wrinkled, and by her sorrowful 
face excites the sympathy of those at the 
jail. She thinks only of her “boy Arthur,” 
and says that while he was wayward 
she loves him dearly. 

Miss Cook reared Hanye from a boy a 
year old, and says that in his youth he 
was the pride of her heart. She taught 
him to walk in the paths of righteousness 
and says that he became wayward only 
after he reached the age of thirteen. In 
telling the story of young Hanye’s life, 
her eyes fill with tears and she pleads 
earnestly for the life of the young man. 
She will ask the governor to commute 
the sentence of Hanye when the case 
comes up before the chief executive of the 
state tomorrow afternoon. 

“T am Arthur’s aunt and have had the 
care of him since he was twelve months’ 
old,” said Miss Cook yesterday. “His 
father died before Arthur could walk, and 
I took charge of and raised the boy. He 
was a good boy, industrious, thinking of 
my comfort and providing for me. As a 
child he was quick, nervous and impulsive. 
When he was about thirteen years old 
he went to the Western and Atlantic depot 
to work. There he was thrown with wild 
boys and went astray, but even when ne 
was wild he would come and give every 
nickel he made to me.” 

“Arthur never denied me anything, and 
since he came back to Atlanta last fall, 
although he could not get a job where he 
could make much, he always divided with 
me. Tle was always good and kind to me 
and thought of my comfort more than any- 
body else. The only thing he did to give 
me sorrow was to go off with wild coms 
panions and dissipate.. When he did that 
he tried to hide it from me to save my 
feelings. Evil companions and drink 
brought him where he is.. 

“Arthur and Will Spinks were always 
good friends. W hen barefooted boys 
they played together. Arthur always loved 
Will, and many a time TI have heard him 
say that he loved him like a brother. If 
there was ever any enmity between them 
I never knew of it. They had trouble to- 
gether and Arthur saved Will's life in 
that difficulty with the Itallan. He help- 
ed Will through that trouble. He has 
told me since he has been in jail that the 
epithet he used to Will when he went into 
the bar had been used between them a 
thousand times, and that he meant no harm 
oy. §t.” 

Miss Cook has resided in Atlanta many 
years, and she is well known tn the third 
ward, where she now lives. Arthur Flanye 
lived with his aunt and Will Spinks lived 
only a short distance awhy. The two 
boys were constant friends and compan- 
lions and had always been associted to- 
gether. By reason of that fact the friends 
of Hanye will ask the governor to com- 
mute the sentence of the young man, they 
not belleving that Hanye killed Spinks de- 
liberately and intentionally, but while tn 
the heat of passion and while under the 
influence of drink. The governor will be 
asked to extend Hanye mercy, and a strong 
petition in his behalf will be presented 
tomorrow. 
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THE UNINHABITED EARTH. 


Still Many Waste Places Which Have 
Not Been Occupied. 
Krom The Philadelphia Inquirer. 

While engaged in the hunt for the north 
pole and the exploration of Africa it is 
generally overlooked that nobody has yet 
truversed Australia from east to west. At 
the London Geographical congress Mr. Lv 
gan Lobley read an interesting paper 
showing what portions of the earth re- 
main. unexplored, and according to him 
the extent® of these is 20,000,000 square 
miles; 6,000,000 square miles in Africa, 2,000,- 
WO im Australia, 2,000,000 in America, 200,- 
WU in Asia and 400,000 in islands in the 
Pacific are ‘absolutely unknown. Besides, 
in the arctic regions there are 3,600,000 and 
in the antarctic regions 6,300,000 square 
miles that are unexplored, but which, be- 
ing uninhabitable, are of scientific rather 
than of practical interest. 

Moreover, only a small portion of the 
earth is well Known. The seas have been 
explored, but of the land there are vast 
regions in South America, Australia. Asia 
and Africa which have been traversed by 
white men, but which have not yet been 
taken possession of. Ior many years there 
is work ahead for geographers in map- 
ping these regions which will at a still 
later period in the future become capa- 
ble of sustaining a population of many 
millions. It would be interesting to know 
whether the essential ntovement to these 
now unexplored or uninhabited regions will 
be gradual, as it has been toward Africa 
or whether it will be a sudden exodus, as 
it was toward colonies of the Unitea 
States in consequence of dissatisfaction 
With existing governments or social] cus- 
toms. Speculation on this point could 
omy be continued by an effort to ascertain 
Whether there is now existing any power 
likely to grow so oppressive as to cause 
people to flee to other lands in order to 
escape it. Apparently there is no such 
power. The power of the church and the 
power of kings and petty hereditary rulers 
has been broken and man is free except as 
he creates his own masters. Overcrowding 
may some day force the people to secat- 
ter, and it is encouraging to know that 
there are such vast extents of earth still 
remaining unoccupied.

Brunswick, Ga., July 15.—(Special.)—The 
big New York barge, Forest Belle, was 
towed this morning out from her docks 
by the New York tug, George W. Pride, and 
carried to sea loaded with 32,000 cross ties 
from N. Emanuel & Co., making in round 
numbers 1,250,000 feet of lumber, valued at 


| $15,000. 


This is the largest cargo of ties ever load- 
ed in the United States, and probably the 


‘largest cargo of lumber shipped from any 


southern port. The barge Forest Belle is 
the finest vessel of the kind loaded south 
of Mason and Dixon's line, and its arrival 
in Brunswick was watched with interest 
by local lumbermen and masters of vessels. 
It is an innovation in southern lumber ship- 
ments, and somewhat in the nature of an 
experiment. 

Heretofore sailing vessels have handled 
the cross-tie business almost exclusively, 
but if this shipment comes out all right, it 
is more than probable that barges will be 
used in various southern ports to handle 
the coastwise lumber trade.

CARTER FALLS INTO A DEEP PIT 


Closing of the King Cotton Mills At- 

tended by a Fatal Accident. 
lI Augusta, Ga., July 15.--(Special.)—In ac- 
cordance with previous announcenrent, the 
King mill, one of Augusta’s largest cotton 
factories, closes down tomorrow to put 
in new wheels and make other subsiantial 
repairs and improvements. 

The last day’s work before shutting 
down culminated in a fatal accident. 
Walter Carter and James Jackson, two 
negroes, were in the wheel pit, cleaning 
up and getting ready for the work of im- 
provement to begin tomorrow. They were 
at the wheel pit containing the beveled 
gearing which connects the turbine wheel 
shafting with the main shafting of the 
factory. Carter had a piece of waste in 
his hand, standing on the edge of this 
pit. He was talking to Jackson, who 
had his back turned to him, engaged in 
some other work. Suddenly Jackson 
heard a cry, and looked around just in 
time to see Carter falling into the pit. 
The machinery was stopped, but when ex- 
tricated Carter’s skull was fractured and 
his arms were so mutilated as to necessi- 
tate the amputation of both. He died a 
few hours later at the negro hospital.

Mr. Malone has been in the office 
seven or eight years and he is thoroughly 
acquainted with the work. His friends 
Say that he has been faithful in the per- 
formance of his duty and if he is discharged 
without cause the matter is apt to bring 
about an issue of importance. 

Mr. Malone Resting Easy. 

Mr. Malone said yesterday that he had 
heard of the proposition to dispplace him, 
but that he had not become alarmed about 
it. He said that he was willing to leave 
the matter with the tax committee, relying 
on their fairness and willingness to do him 
justice.

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No Dilemmas for Democrats. 

A well-known democrat in this city 
the following 
communication: 

Editor Constitution—I_ lave 
much interest your comparison of the loyal 
course of The Savannah Press with that 
of other bushwhacking newspapers, which, 
sailing under democratic colors, are throw- 
ing every obstacle in the way of demo- 
cratic success. | 

Like The Savannah Press, I have in- 
clined to the gold side of the question, but 
not so strongly as to stab my party because 
it does not agree with me. 

You must understand, however, that 
some of the gold organs in Georgia occupy 
a@ very embarrassing pasition. Having gone 
Over body and soul tu the money power, 
they went to an undue extreme before the 
Chicago convention. They do not repre- 
sent the average Georgia democrat who has 
been on the gold side of the question, for 
nine out of every ten of these men have 
held their personal opinion second to their 
loyalty to the party and to their readiness 
to accept the will of the majority. 

I fear you do not appreciate the dilemma 
of some of the cuckoo gold organs.

Now, the foregoing needs no 
nation, but it suggests comment, and the 
inquiry at the close demands a reply. 
What our correspondent describes as a 
dilemma is no dilemma at all to a true 
democrat. A voter can be for the gold 
Standard and “still be a true demo- 
erat, provided he is sensible enough not 
to allow this new doctrine to Stand in 
the way of democratic principles. But 
he begins to wandeér in the political wil- 
derness the moment he begins to im- 
agine that the gold standard is demo- 
cratie in either its conception or its re- 

sults. 

If he places the gold standard doctrine 
above the democratic party and all 
its principles, his course is plain; if he 
places democratic principles above the 
gold standard doctrine, his course is 
equally plain. So that the dilemma 
which our correspondent insists on is not 
so important as it would seem to be. - 

The gold standard doctrine is British 
in its origin, and was introduced into 
this country by means of republican cor- 
ruption. John Sherman put himself in 
the market when, in 1868, he announced 
in Paris that he was for the gold stand- 
ard. He came home and placed the re- 
publican leaders in the market on the 
same line, and the result was the clan- 
destine demonetization of silver. 

The attempt of a few men, by means 
of the influence of office, to make dem- 
ocratic doctrine of the gold standard is 
as scandalous aS would be an attempt 
to prove that Herod, and not the Babe of 

Bethlehem, is the Savior of mankind. 
This would seem to create a dilemma, 
but it does not. If a man believes in 
the gold standard, but still conceives 
that democratic principles are more im- 
portant, then he can support the demo- 
cratic candidate without doing violence 
to his comvictions. On the other hand, 
if he believes that the gold standard is 
more important than democratic prin- 
ciples, his proper place is in the repub- 
Ieian party, which has declared for the 
gold standard.

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A Pan-Irish Convention. 

A pan-lIrish convention, the first of 
its kind ever held, will assemble in the 
city of Dublin in November next. 

The idea of this convention was sug- 
gested aS a means of uniting the various 
elements of the Irish national party so 
that it might work for the enause of 
home rule as a unit and under an ac- 
ceptable central supervision. The dis- 
cords which have entered into the coun- 
cils of the Irish national party as a re 
sult of Mr. Parnell’s unfortunate jndis- 
cretion have borne good fruit, in spite 
of the misfortunes connected therewith. 
While the attainment of Irish home rule 
has been delayed, that delay has served 
to stir up a people enthusiastic in sup- 
port of early legislative independence, 
and now they can approach the goal of 
their mission with more discretion and 
a firmer step. 

The only obstacle in the way was the 
faction spirit in the Irish parliamentary 
party. The archbishop of Toronto, Can- 
ada, a close friend of Hon. Edward 
Blake, the Canadian statesman who now 
stands pre-eminent in Irish national 
councils, suggested that the best way 
to settle these grievances was by the 
assembling in Dublin of a pan-Irish con- 
vention, composed of delegates from the 
United States, Australia, Canada and 
from every section into which Irishmen 
have entered. This convention was not 
to be of Irish only or of their descend- 
ants, but of any of the friends of human 
freedom who sympathize with the Irish 
cause. This suggestion has been warm- 
ly taken up by the Irish party, and as 
warmly accepted by the Irish at home. 
Such men in the United States as Dr. 
Thomas Addis Emmett, Judge J. F. 
Daily, and others connected with the 
Irish national federation have taken up 
the work of sending delegates from thé 
United States. These gentlemen have | 


| conferred upon Colonel Joseph F. Burke, 

of Georgia, the high distinction of being 
one of the delegates at large to this Dub- 
lin convention. In all probability Colo- 
nel Burke will accept the appointment, 
as he looks upon the convention as being 
one of the events of modern struggles 
for freedom. Other delegates will be se- 
lected from the states by societies and 
by mass meetings. 

As a result of this work a marked re- 
vival in the Irish home rule is looked 
for, and in the next election in Great 
Britain the cause of home rule will be 
brought to the front again. 


Youth His Only Crime. 

In preferring against the democratic 
nominee for president the ridiculous 
charge of being a young mab, the sin- 
gle standard organs not only betray 
a weakness in the cause which they 
espouse with so much ardor but evince 
a stupid ignorance of history which one 
could hardly expect from such pretend- 
ed oracles, 

AS it happens, Mr. Bryan is not the 
first young man who has figured in na- 
tional politics nor will his election in 
November be ~the first reward which 
the people of this country have bestowed 
upon youthful merit. Alexander Hamil- 
ton, at the age of thirty-two, was secre- 
tary of the treasury in the cabinet of 
President Washington. Patrick Henry, 
the impassioned orator of the American 
revolution, Was ouly thirty-six when 
he delivered his renowned speech in the 
Virginia house of delegates. Thomas 
Jefferson was barely thirty-three when 
he penned the declaration of independ- 
epce and severed the political ties which 
existed between this county and Eng- 
land. Only a few years later he organ- 
ized the national democratie party on the 
fundamental principles which were re- 
cently enunciated in Chicago. 

More than a dozen volumes could be 
Written on the achievements of young 
men in American politics. In proof of 
this statement, it is only necessary to 
cite the records of congress. There is 
scarcely a law on the statute books 
Which does not reflect in the wisdom 
of its enactment the obligation which 
this country owes to its young men. 

But America is not the only country 
Whose political affairs have been in- 
trusted to its young men. The history 
of Iingland is full of notable examples. 
The younger Pitt was only twenty-four 
when he became prime minister. The 
celebrated answer which he made to 
Horace Walpole, on being charged with 
the atrocious crime of being a young 
man, is well known. His reply has 
been a favorite piece of declamation in 
both England and America for the last 
one hundred years. Gladstone was only 
twenty-three when he made his first ap- 
pearance in the house of commons. BHe- 
fore attaining the age of thirty he was 
recognized as one of the foremost states- 
men of Great Britain. 

The star of Napoleon commenced to 
rise In Europe when the man of destiny 
was only twenty-four. At the age of 
thirty-five he was recognized as the 
greatest soldier of modern times. 

Invading the field of literature, it is a 
well-known fact that William Cullen 
srvant wrote Thanatopsis, his - most 
sublime masterpiece, at the age of nine- 
teen. Lord Byron was only thirty-six 
when his*marvelous career as a poet 
ended, while Keats, whose fame is no 
less secure than that of the author of 
“Child Harold,” died at the age of twen- 
ty-one. ; 

To berate a man simply because of 
his youth is manifestly absurd. ‘The 
question to be considered is not one of 
age but of qualifications. As to the 
superb abilities of the democratic nomi- 
nee there can be no dispute. No intelli- 
gent man who has studied his career 
in congress will question for a moment 
the remarkable talents which he dis- 
plaved in that body. 

Why then is so much said by the or- 
gans of the money power about the 
youth of the democratic nominee? It 
is simply because there is nothing to 
assail either in the record of the nomi- 
nee himself or in the platform upon 
which he stands. Such personal war- 
fare as these organs wage upon the dem-

FOX HAS A POINTER 


The Postmaster Has the Information 
Anderson Desires. 


AUTHORITY FOR THE CENSUS 
Washington Authorities State It Can 
Be Made in Legal Form. 
Council To Act. 


Councilman Bell, acting chairman of the 
finance committee of the council, has 
called a meeting of that committee for to- 
morrow afternoon for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the question of taking a census 
of the city. 

Mr. Bell acted for Mr. Hugh Inman, 
chairman of the committee, who is in 
Rome. The meeting was called to enable 
the members to hear from Congressman 
Livingston on the census subject. Mr. Liv- 
ingston will be in the city tomorrow and 


| he has indicated a desire to confer with 


the finance committee on the subject. 

Judge Anderson, city attorney, will be 
present and make a report on the census 
matter. He is in receipt of a letter from 
First Assistant Postmaster General Jones, 
of Washington, stating that if the city 
can arrange to have the proposed census 
taken under the direction of state officials 
his department will take proper action as 
to improving the service of the Atlanta 
postoffice. 

The finance committee will make a report 
to the council Monday on the census ques- 
tion. The matter was referred to the com- 
mittee several weeks ago for investigation. 
It is thought that the taking of the pro- 
posed census will cost something like $1,000, 
and an ordinance is pending appropriating 
that amount for the work. Many citizens 
are urging the councilmen to order the 
census. 

Postmaster Fox has received instructions 
from Washington declaring that a census 
of this city, taken under the supervision 
of the municipal authorities and sworn to 
by the secretary of the state, would be le- 
gal, and would entitle Atlanta to all the 
privileges of a first-class postoffice. 

Postmaster Fox is of the opinion that the 


| letter written by Judge Anderson to the 


postoffice authorities is entirely unneces- 
Sary and regrets the delay caused by the 
tardiness of the reply. 3efore the move- 
ment with the city council started Post- 
master Fox had arranged everything with 
the heads of the department at Washing- 
ton. ile nad been working to get Atlanta 
listed as a first-class postoffice for some 
months. During the last legislature a bill 
Was passed giving Atlanta the power to 
take a census and authorizing the city 
council to proceed in the. matter. 

As soon as Postmaster Fox became 
aware of this he begun to work with the 
idea in view of having this city rated in 
the first-class list. As it is now Atlanta 
is supplied with only second and third. class 
carriers. This is because of the fact that 
the last census gave to the city only 65,000 
inhabitants. It is a strange fact that the 
office is rated not according to the receipts 
by the year, but by the number of inhabi- 
tants. The annual receipts in the Atlanta 
postoffice are enormaus.. In the receipts for 
second class matter, which is paid for by 
the pound, Atlanta ranks sixteenth. !t goes 
ahead of Baltimore in this respect and 
ranks with Louisville. But it is not the 
receipts of the postoffice which cause the 
rati.g of Atlanta in the first-class list, and 
in order to raise the standard it must be 
Shown that there are 75,000 inhabitants 
here. 

It was thought that the matter would 
come up before the 'ast council, but Attor- 
ney Anderson stated that as he had been 
consulted, he did not think it wise to pass 
the ordinance before a reply was received 
from a letter he had written to the au- 
thorities at Washington, What he wished 
to know was whether a census taken under 
the supervision of the city government 
would be held legal by the postoffice author- 
ities. 

It is probable that before sending the let- 
ter he did not consult Postmoster Fox. At- 
lanta’s postmaster has already received the 
information which the city attorney seeks. 
When he first made inquiry Postmaster 
Fox obtained a copy of the bill passed at 
the last session of the legislature. At- 
tached to this was the signature of the 
clerk and Dr. Fox had the precaution to 
see that Governor Atkinson placed his seal 
thereto. This was considered by the 
Washington authorities and a favorable 
reply received. 

“I think,” said Postmaster Fox last 
nignt, that the matter has been fully de- 
termined upon and that the city will be 
fully authorized to proceed with the cen- 


| sus. In my opinion, however. it would be 


better to wait until October before start- 
Just now there are 
thousands of people out of town and when 
the fall.comes all of them will return. | 
advise that the council pass the 
matter up now and wait until the fall 
lanta people.” 

Postmaster Fox {s very much interested 
in the matter and will put forward every 
effort to have the council pass up the 
ordinance at once.

Convict initiates the Man- 


date of Georgia’s Governor and 
Ignore His Order. 


Neither of the three convict lease com- 
panies fined by the governor some time 
ago paid the fines yesterday. It was the 
last day aliowed the companies for mak- 
ing payment. Steps wili now be taken to 
inforce the payment of the fines. Nothing 
was heard from the companies yesterday. 

Just what will be dore by Governor At- 
kinson and Attorney Genpral Terrell in the 
matter is not known. The governor left 
last night for Valdosta and he had not 
given a direction in the case before tak- 
ing the train. He will return tomorrow 
morning and will then decide on the course 
to be pursued by the state. 

The companies interested are Nos. 1, 2 
and 3, of which Messrs. Brown, Lowe and 
English are at the head, respectively. It 
is generally understood that the two lat- 
ter companies stand ready to pay the 
fines imposed against them by the gov- 
ernor, but they are hoiding back to see 
what course will be taken in the case of 
Mr. Brown’s company, which has declined 
to pay the fines. The matter will doubtless 
be taken to the courts by Mr. Brown's 
company, or rather the company will make 
defense to whatever action is taken by 
Governor Atkinson. 

The lessees were fined for alleged mis- 
treatment of convicts in their care. The 
imposition of the fines was the result of 
the sensational high court investigation 
made several weeks ago. It is known that 
the governor is determined to look after 
the state’s interest in the matter and he

YAY MEAN A TRIP TO CUBA 
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Bembers of the Baptist Board Here 
Say Diaz Won't Head @ Filibus- 
tering Expedition.

The rumor that Dr. A. J. Diaz, the Cu- 
ban minister who fs in the employ of. the 
Raptist home poard, Is to go to 
Cuba at the head of a filibustering expedi- 
tion is said by the members of the board 
Atlanta to be only a newspaper sensation, 

Dr. Diaz left Atlanta for New York 
some time ago on a leave of absence. His 
leave Was a short one, to last for only a 
couple of weeks, but to the surprise of 
his friends here’ Diaz wrote to the board 
and had his leave lengthened, 

While in Cuba Dr. Diaz instituted what 
is known there as the white cross, @ so- 
clety that erects hospitals and eares for 
the sick and wounded of the Spanish and 
Cuban troops. Diaz was greatly inter- 
ested in this work, and when he was forced 
to leave Cuda, he at once began to work 
in its interest. While in New York he has 
lectured for it and has raised a large 
sum of money, Which has been sent to 
Cuba for the use of those who now have 
charge of the hospital there. 

Dr. Diaz's arrangement with the board 
makes !t so that it would be impossible 
for him to go to Cuba without sending 
in his resignation and since he has not 
gone this and they have not heard from 
him on the subject they infer that he has 
no intention of leaving the United States, 

It is thought that Dr. Diaz is arrang- 
ing to send a ship load of medical supplies 
and doctors to his hospital in Cuba. This 
would have to be done without the Knowl- 
edge of the Spanish government, and this 
ws what the members of the board think he 
is doing. He apparently has the sanction 
of the board in his action, since it was 
stated yesterday that while he was on his 
leave of absence Diaz could do anything 
he pleased without first obtaining the 
permission of the board. 

The members of the board do not think 
that he would try and send out a filibus- 
tering expedition to Cuba without first 
consulting them, but at the same time they 
admit that this is very likely what he is 
doing. 

Besides being a misiter, he is a docton and 
jsone of Cuba’s most patriotic sons. His 
friends in Atlanta are not surprised at the 
fact that he is sendinga filibustering expe- 
dition to Cuba, knowing as they do how the 
hates the Spanish for oppressing his moth- 
er country. 

If the load of medicine and doctors is 
sent to Cuba and arrives safely they will 
benefit the Spanish as much as the in- 
Surgents, since the hospitals in which they 
will be stationed care for more Spanish 
troops than they do for the soldiers of 
Cuba. In view of this fact it is more than 
likely that the expedition will be carried 
through with safety. 

Dr. Diaz has hundreds of friends in 
Atlanta and all through the south, all of 
whom are heartily in sympathy with him 
and the cause- for which he is working. 
Though they would be sorry to lose him, 
still they would be glad to see the ex- 
pedition carried through with = success. 
if Diaz makes up his mind to send in his 
resignation and go to Cuba the board will 
most likely keep it a secret, for if the fact 
found its way to Spanish ears it would 
be a hard matter for the expedition to get 
to Cuba without interference. 
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NARROW ESCAPE OF A BABY. 


Small Child Falls Into Ponce de Leon 
Lake, but Is Rescued. 

A four-year-old baby boy came very near 
being drowned in the lake at Ponce de 
Leon springs yesterday afternoon. It was 
only by miraculous intervention that the 
little fellow’s life was saved. 

The name of the unfortunate child could 
not be learned last night. He was with a 
party of little girls and they disappeared 
in a short while after the accident, in 
the direction of the city, and their identity 
seems to be no less a mystery than their 
destination. 

The little boy was playing with a crowd 
ef four giftls, about 565 ofclock in tne 
boathouse near the bank of the lake. The 
Oldest girl in the party was about ten 
years of age. There was no nurse or older 
person along. A rowboat was chained to 
the wooden platform and the crowd imme- 
diately took thereof, hey 
seemed to forget the fact that they were 
not On the ground and began to rock the 
boat, and the little boy was pitched head 
foremost into the water. 

Fortunately the lake at this point is only 
about five feet deep and the little kid went 
Straight to the bottom. The tune in the 
boat immediately changed and wild shrieks 
were heard, which happened to attract the 
attention of Detective Barrett, who was 
walking in the street about twenty-five 
feet away. 

The detective ran very quickly down the 
steep embankment and plunged into the 
lake“ Without taking time to remove his 
Outer garments. He fished around under 
the water a while and finally brought his 
prize to the surface. The little fellow was 
unconscious and almost dead. The detec- 
tive held the heels of the child towards the 
Skies and about a gallon of water ran out 
of his mouth. He was then rubbed and 

iven a drink of brandy. It was not long 

efore life had returned. 

While this operation was being performed 
chaos came among the little girls of the 
Party. They were as wild as maniacs. It 
took a strong man to hold each and while 
the legs of their youthful escort were turn- 
ed skyward and the water was running 
out of his mouth their_exclamations were 
both amusing and pathetic. 

The maidens finally took the child’s hand 
and led him through the park and up the 
Toad towards the Angier spring. That 
Was the last seen of them, and no one, 
it seems took the trouble to inquire as to 
their names.

‘THEY WANT RELBASE 


Venable Brothers Claim the Suit Against 
Treasurer Payne Prevents a Loan. 


SUIT BINDS THEIR PROPERTY 


ae 


And the Loan Companies Refuse To 
Accept the Securities Unless the 
Lien Is Removed. 


The suit filed several weeks ago by the 
county commissioners against. Treasurer 
Payne and his bondsmen on account of the 
shortage of ex-County Clerk John Tyler 
Cooper may seriously affect the erection 
of the new city hall by Venable Broth- 


ers. 

Just as the board of county commission- 
ers was about to adjourn yesterday morn- 
ing Messrs. W. H. & 8. H. Venable enter- 
ed the room and Mr. W. H. Venable read 


to the board the following communication: 

“Atlanta, Ga., July 15, 1896.—To the Com- 
missioners of Roads and Revenues, Atlan- 
ta,,Ga. Gentlemen: In the investigation of 
our title by the insurance companies OI 
Temple Court building and the old capitol 
building, it is found that the suit against 
Mr. Payne, the county treasurer, is a lien 
on that property, and we cannot borrow 
the money to build our contemplated new 
structure unless we can arrange to free 
the same from such lien. We have ample 
property outside of These two pieces to 
pay any sum, to the extent of the entire 
amount of the bond, when the judgment 
shall be rendered against Mr. Payne; we 
therefore ask you by and with the consent 
of the other bondsmen, that you relieve 
these two pieces of property from the op- 
eration of this lien. Yours truly, 
“VENABLE BROS.” 

Mr. Venable stated that he had just 
completed the arrangements to borrow the 
money on the Temple Court and the old 
capitol building in order to commence their 
new building and the insurance companies 
would not lend the money unless Mr. Sam 
Venable was relieved from Mr, Payne's 
bond, as far as the Temple Court building 
and the old capitol property was concern- 
ed, and he asked that these two properties 
be released from any lien and stated that 
a new bond would be given, after a mort- 
gage was made, and that he would sign 
the bend in addition to the name of Mr. 
S. H. Venable and C. W. Hunnicutt, who 
are on the present bond. 

Mr. Venable stated that the money was 
to be used for constructing the new 
building, which would be an ornament to 
the city, and which the whole south would 
be proud of, and that it was very impor- 
tant that the matter should be acted on 
at once, so that he might telegraph to New 
York on yesterday and consummate the 
loan. 

Mr. Spalding offered the following reso- 
lution: 

“That this property be released as 
against the proposed mortgages upon the 
proper consent of the other suréties, upon 
the same being approved by the county 
attorney, and Mr. W. H. Venable 1s also 
to sign the bond with the. consent of the 
other sureties, the county attorney to pass 
upon the surety.’’ 

Commi sioner Adair then stated that he 
Was not prepared to vote upon the ques- 
tion, upon so short a notice, that it Was a 
large transaction and was one that should 
be looked into very carefully from a finan- 
cial standpoint, so as to determine as to 
whether or not the bond would be weak- 
ened, and that he also wanted time to 
look into the legal aspect of the case, so 
as to be informed as to the right of the 
commissioners to release the property and 
he asked that action on the matter be 
postponed until the meeting on Friday. He 
stated that he was perfectly willing to do 
anything that would oblige Mr. Venable, 
provided it did not jeopardize the county’s 
interest and weaken Mr. Payne's bond 
and that, as no one could be hurt by de- 
laying the matter until Friday, he could 
not vote for the resolution until he had had 
time to Took into it. 

Commissioners Spalding and Collier both 
spoke in favor of taking immediate action 
and releasing the property. 

Commissioner Brown stated that he 
would prefer to have the matter lay over 
until Friday, in order to give ample time 
to investigate both the financial and legal 
questions involved, but as the Tresolu- 
tion imposed the duty on the county at- 
torney, not only to pass upon the legal 
question, but of the surety, he would vote 
for the resolution, as he was willing to 
leave the matter to the county attorney 
to decide. 

The resolution was then adopted, Mr. 
Adair voting against it. This leaves the 
matter entirely in the hands of the county 
attorney, who will look into the matter 
thoroughly and render his decision today, 
so that Mr. Venable may telegraph to 
New York and close the negotiations for 
his loan.

‘CONVENTION BEGINS WORK 


President Stewart Delivers the An- 
nual Address, Which Is Well Re- 
ceived—Prof, Chappell Talks. 


Cumberland Island, Ga. July 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The opening exercises of the Geor- 
fia Teachers’ Association were held last 
night and were highly interesting. 

President J. S. Stewart read his annual 
address, which covered the history of the 
association from its organization, in 1809. 
Mr. Stewart showed conclusively that al- 
most all progress in.public education tn 
Georgia was attributable to the influence 
of the association. A committee, appointed 
by the association in 1869 or 1870, drafted 
the bill under which the common schools 
of the state were originally organized. 

The address was unusually interesting. 

Superintendent Lawton B. kvans deliver- 
edi the welcome address in a happy style. 

Miss Chattie Mitchell, of the Southern 
Female college, at Manchester, is giving 
the association some good recitations 

The exercises this morning were opened 
with a report from the committee on pro- 
fessional ethics, and the discussion follow- 
ing was a lively one. It seems to be the 
intention of the association to establish a 
code of professional ethics and such will 
be done before the close of the session, but 
dt was evident from the discussion that it 
will be no easy matter for the teachers 
to agree on a code. When the code is 
adopted by the association it will bind the 
members in a manner similar to the medi- 
cal code of professional ethics. 

Two interesting Were read this 
morning. The tirst was by President J. 
Harris Chappell, of Milledgeville, on the 
subject: “The place and Functions of the 
Normal School.’ President Chappell main- 
tained ‘that there should be in each state

schools should be prepared for 

a normal college for the educa- 
tion of high school teachers and superin- 
tendents, and a normal university for the 
education of teachers and professors of a 
higher grade. 

The other paper was by Mr. A, C. Briscoe, 
of the Southern Shorthand and 
college, of Atlanta. Mr. Briscoe’s address 
attracted much attention. Hiis text Was: 
“The Place and Functions of the Business 
College.’’ He handled his subject in an 
able manner, showing the relation between 
his work and that of the literary school, 
and the dependency of the former on the 
latter. 

Tonight Professor Otis Ashmore, of Sa- 
Vannah, delivered his famous lecture with 
tine stereopticon views.

Major R. J. Guinn, Fulton county's new 
school commissioner, takes a leading part 
in all the exercises. Mr. Guinn is con- 
sidered among the members of the associa 
tion as One of the finest commissioners in 
the state. 

Annual Address of the President. 

Thirty years ago in the city of Atlanta, 
twenty-five educators of the state met to 
consider the educational needs of Georgia. 
Among those present were Dr. H. Hi. 
Tucker, of Pentield; Professor W. Leroy 
Brown, of Athens; Dr. W. M. Bonnell, of 
Wesleyan; Professor G. J. Orr and Profes- 
sor J. S. Stewart, of Oxford: Professor 
Bernard Malion, of Savannah; Professor 8S. 
Fouche, of Rome, W. M. Bray, W. M 
Jones and W. R. Jones, of Atlanta. 

What a condition confronted these men 
that August day in 1867! The war was 
over, but the country was in the throes of 
reconstruction. Five hundred thousand 
ignorant slaves had been freed and many 
of them wgre now seated in the halls of 
legislation, dominated ‘by the unscrupulous 
carpet-baggzer. One hundred thousand 
confederate orphans were growing up in 
ignorance. The ‘“‘poor’ schools were dead. 
‘The villages were without teachers. The 
people were too poor to pay for tuition. 

Shall the state sink to the level of the 
‘Antilles? No, exclaimed these patriots. 
Let us band ourselves into an association 
to promote the cause of education in Geor- 
gia. Resolutions were passed favoring 
“popular education of the blacks’ with 
equal privileges with the whites but in 
separate schools.”’ 

Popular education in Georgia started in 
the colleges. These men from the uni- 
versity, from Emory. and Mercer and Wes- 
leyan saw the dangers confronting our 
state and went home to begin a campaign 
for popular education. Education here, 
as in every other nation, has been dissemi- 
nated from the centers of higher education. 

They met in Macon in 1868 in increased 
numbers and heard reports from different 
secticns. They were encouraged by hav- 
ing secured an article in the constitution 
of i868 favoring popular education by the 
state. In 1869 the association met in At- 
lanta. Besides those mentioned above 
were Dr. Alexander Means and Dr. I. S. 
Hopkins, of Emory; Dr. A. G. Haygood, 
Mr. J. A. Richardson, Mr. W. A. Hemphill, 
General John B. Gordon and Mr. W. G. 
Whidby, of Atlanta; Professor S. San- 
ford, of Penfield: Professor I. S. of 
LaGrange, and Professor M. V. Calvin, of 
Augusta. 

Professor M. V. Calvin read a paper upon 
“Popular Education in Georgia.’ The chief 
wants of the state in reference to this 
subject as set forth in this paper were: 

An enlightened common school law. 

A state educational fund. 

A progressive state superintendent. 

County superintendents. 

Boards of education in each county. 

Teachers in deed and in truth. 

Normal schools or normal departments 
in universities and colleges. 

This paper was fully discussed and re- 
ferred to a committee of five, consisting 
of Professors Orr, Calvin, Lewis, Mallon 
and Bonnell, under a resolution of Profes- 
sor Orr, directing that the committee 
draft a bill to be submitted at the next 
annual meeting and then to be laid before 
the general assembly. 

At the next meeting the report, written 
in the main by Professor Orr, was read, 
‘and after a lengthy discussion, adopted. 

The speeches were full of the soundest

METHODISTS AT WORK 


Conference Now Under Way at Park 
Street Church, West End. 


WILL MAKE NEW MINISTERS 


Preceedings Yesterday Were Full of 
Interest—Two Sermons by Able 
Ministers Were Delivered. 


A conference of the delegates from the 
south Atlanta district of the Methodist 
Episcopal ¢hurch is in progress at the Park 
street church, West End. 

Dr. J. W. Heidt, presiding elder, is pre- 
siding over the meeting. Dr. Joel T. Daves, 
Jr., the pastor of St. John’s church, on 
Georgia avenue, is secretary, and Dr. T. R.

The conference opened Tuesday night 
with addresses of welcome from Mr. G. A. 
Howell, on behalf of the church; Mr. For- 
rest Adair, in behalf of the Sunday school, 
and Mr. C. H. Mitchell, on behalf of the 
Epworth League. Dr. Heidt responded for 
the visitors. 

The South Atlanta district has eighteen 
pastoral charges, including fifty churches, 
whose membership is between 9,000 and 
10,000. Over 1,000 members have joined these 
ten churches in the last six months. The 
reports made to the conference by these 
churches were highly satisfactory. They 
showed that all of the churches are in a 
flourishing condition. The convention is 
composed of 100 delegates from the differ- 
ent churches in the district, including 
ministers and laymen. 

Among the prominent divines who have 
been booked to deliver addresses before thé 
convention are: Dr. J. D. Hammond, presi- 
dent of Wesleyan Female college; Dr. R. 
J. Bigham, secretary of the board of edu- 
cation for the Methodist Episcopal church, 
south: Dr. W. A. Candler, “president of 
Emory college; Dr. Walker. Lewis, pre- 
siding elder of the Oxford district; Dr. H. 
P. Meyers, superintendent of the American 
Bible Company for Georgia and Florida; 
Dr. R. W. Smith, president of LaGrange 
Female college, and Dr. G. J. Orr, president 
of Dalton Female college. 

Dr. Hammond addressed the conference 
in behalf of Wesleyan Female college, of 
which he is president, yesterday morning, 
and collected over $100. 

This conference has the power to license 
young men to preach, and this morning 
some five or six will make application. 

Yesterday the ladies of the orphanage 
and Home Mission Society were represented 
by Mrs. T. R. Kendall and Mrs. E, P. 
Chamberiin, who addressed the conference. 

Yesterday morning at 11 o’clock a sermon 
was delivered by Rev. J. A. Thurman, of 
McDonough, and in the afternoon another 
sermon was preached by Dr. Bigham. 

br. J. W. Heidt, who is presiding elder of 
the conference, has been engaged in re- 
ligious work in Atlanta for twenty years. 
He was for four years the presiding elder 
of the morth Atlanta conference, and has 
held the same position in the south Atlanta 
conference tor two years. 

The Park street Methodist church, where 
the conference is being held, is one of the 
prettiest churches in the city. It was built 
in 1884, and cost $10,000. [ts membership, 
which amounts to 0U, is composed of some 
of the best people in that part of the city. 
They have labored earnestly with the 
church, and are justly proud of the fruits 
of their work. 

It is not definitely known when the con- 
ference will adjourn. It will remain in 
session until all the business has been 
transacted.

THE “PUSHFUL” WOMAN. 


Nothing Fatigues Her—Nothing Dam- 
pens Her Ardor. 
From The Gentlewoman. 

The word pushful was, I believe, coined 
by an evening. newspaper to describe a 
leading politician. Whether it accurately 
conveys the photograph of his character to 
the world I do not know, but it is cer- 
taimy an adjective which may be ap- 
propriately tacked on to a large class of 
present-day women. Who has not met the 
pushful women, either literary, artis- 
tic, journalistic or merely social? Who has 
not longed for her collective demise? But 
she continues to increase and to multiply, 
and to grow more and more pushful as the 
days pass on. The woman who wants to 
“get into society”’ is almost tragically push- 
ful. Nothing fatigues her; nothing damps 
her ardor. She may receive the harshest 
snubs, but they rebound from the rhinoc- 
eros hide of her imperturbability, People 
may not want her. That doesn’t matter, 
if she wants them. She will seek them out: 
she will chase them into the park, as the 
hound chases the fox. If they go to earth 
she will dig them out. If they are ‘not 
at home” she will ‘‘come in and wait.”’ It 
is impossible to escape from her, impossible 
to dash her determination. You may issue 
invitations for a party and omit to ask her. 
She will somehow ask herself, or come 
with somebody else. 

Only the other day I-was at a reception 
at which was a well-known woman who 
had sent out invitations to a ball. <A lady 
went up to her and reproached her openly, 
saying, “‘I hear you are giving a ball. You 
have left poor little me out. Wow unkind! 
And I take up so little room. 
come?’’ Poor little me duly received a 
contemptuous invitation, and will doubt- 
less turn up at the entertainment with 
perfect self-satisfaction. The pushful wo- 
man who has wares—brain wares of any 
kind—to dispose of has more excuse for 
her proceedings, but she is often a sore 
trial to the spirits of the delicate minded. 
For she throws refinement to the winds of 
heaven and takes off her gloves, metaphor- 
ically, before she ‘‘goes for’’ an editor, 
or a publisher, or any one who can ‘‘do her 
ariy good.’’ She goes into society for a 
purpose, to get rid of a novel, or to “‘place”’ 
an article, or to obtain sitters for portraits, 
or to puff her bonnet shop or her tea room, 
and her methods are, to say the least of it, 
peculiar. ‘The poor editor, who has come 
to enjoy himself and shake off the cares of 
the day, flees from her as from the pesti- 
lence that walketh at noonday. He dodges 
her as if playing a game of Tom Tiddler’s 
ground, but his most adroit tactics do not 
avail him much, 

She means to know him, and know him 
she does before the evening is over. Catch- 
ing him @ver an ice or a plate of straw- 
berries, she boldly asks him to give her 
work, and appeals to the friend he is with 
to back her up. “We ought all to help 
one another,’’ she says, and the editor 
chokes and gives in, and gently curses the 
pushful woman. I have seen a publisher 
dirven from a party by a pushful novelist. 
He told me afterwards that he fled, be- 
cause otherwise he must have been rude. 
If we are poor and have to make our way 
no doubt we must seize our chances, but 
society is for recreation, and ought not to 
be used for coursing purposes. The hunt 
is all very well, but when the hounds lift 
up their voices and bay at evening parties, 
it is time that they were sent to kennel. 
If people must be pushful at all, they 
should be pushful in hours of work, not in 
hours set apart for play. When the push- 
ful woman can Jearn to remember this, she 
will be less desf¥uctive, and not—in the end

County Commissioners Postpone the Tax 
Discussion Until Friday. 


FULL BOARD WAS NOT PRESENT 


Commissioner Thompson Was IIl Yes- 
terday and the Question of Bank 
Taxation Went Over. 


No action was taken yesterday by the 
county commissioners in regard to bank 
and corporation taxation. A. lively fight 
Was expected and many interested parties 
were on hand in anticipation. 

When the commissioners were called to 
order in special session yesterday morning 
at 10 o’clock Chairman Collier stated that 
Commissioner Thompson was not present 
and he desired a full board to pass upon 
the question. 

A note was then read by Clerk Kontz 
from Mr. Thompson, explaining the ab- 
sence of the commissioner was on account 
of illness. Mr. Thompson asked the board 
to postpone action until Friday morning, 
at which time he thought he would be able 
to be present. 

A number of bank and insurance men 
were in the room and they were present 
because they intended to fight the levying 
of this tax. Chairman Collier stated he 
was not disposed to disappoint the gentle- 
men, but thought it was only wise and 
expe@ient that a full board be present 
when action was taken. A motion was 
then made and the action of the board 
was postponed until I‘riday morning. 

At the meeting Friday the bill for the 
plans and specifications for the new Peach- 
tree creek bridge will be tendered by Su- 
pervising Architect Grant Wilkins. The 
bill was discussed briefly yesterday morn- 
ing, but action was postponed until a full 
board could be present. 

Chairman Collier stated he did not ex- 
actly understand how Mr. Wilkins was 
employed by the county at a stipulated 
monthly salary and at the same time was 
entitled to fees for the bridge plans. He 
thought the salary should cover this-item 
of expense. 

Mr. Wilkins was employed recently by 
the board at a salary of $100 per month 
to superintend the construction of jail 
plans for the new prison to be erected by 
the county. A few days ago he was em- 
ployed to draw the entire set of plans and 
specifications for the sum of 82,500, and 
when the bill for the bridge plans was 
handed in Chairman Collier thought the 
matter should be held up for an investiga- 
tion. 

Mr. Wilkins is now engaged >on the plans 
for the new jail and he will nave them 
ready in a few weeks for the board to 
pass upon. As soon as the plans are ac- 
cepted and the bids can be adver:ised, the 
contract will be let and work on the 
prison will be commenced. 

The lot upon which the jail is to be built 
has been placed in condition for the foun- 
dation and everything is now in readiness 
for the masons. The old building which 
occupied the lot has been removed and the 
title to the property is now in the posses- 
sion of the county commissioners. 


OATES’S OWN DISTRICT. 


Clayton, a Free Coinage Man, Will Op- 
pose Congressman MHarrison in 
the Third Alabama District. 


— —_— = — 


Montgomery, Ala., Juky b.—(Special.) 
Hon. Henry D. Clayton, of bufaula, is an- 
nounced aS a candidate for congress from 
the third Alabama district, to succeed Gen- 
eral George P. Harrison. 

The third is the district Governor Oates 
represented for sO many years, and upon 
his election as governor General Harrison 
succeeded him. The general is a goldbug, 
and the people of the third want a free 
coinage advocate, and have demanded that 
Mr. Clayton shall answer the calls upon 
him. He has virtually agreed to do so. 

Mr. Clayton is a nephew of Senator Pugh; 
is at present district attorney for the 
southern district of Alabama; is a man of 
splendid capacity; less than forty years 
of age, and has the entire confidence of all 
the people of Alabama. 

It is understood that General Harrison 
will contest with him for the nomination. 
Talk with Mr. Clayton. 

Mr. Clayton, who is Alabama’s represen- 
tative on the national democratic executive 
committee, reached here. today from Chi- 
cago. He is full of hope and confident of 
democratic success in November, and in an 
interview explained the action of the com- 
mittee in resolving to open the campaign 

in New York. He said: 

“Well, we discussed matters in eommit- 
tee, but most that transpired has been cov- 
ered by the press dispatches. 

“Mr. Bryan was present not to give 
suggestions about the conduct of the cam- 
paign, but to receive them, for he was 
younger in experience of such matters than 
the gentlemen of the committee. He an- 
nounced himself ready to speak when, 
where and as often as was deemed advis- 
able. 

“It was stated that it was not customary 
for presidential candidates to take the 
stump, that being considered somewhat be- 
neath their dignity, to whieh Mr. Bryan re- 
plied that what he is after noweés votes; 
that he will have enough dignity when he 
gets into the white honse. 

‘“‘He recognizes that ahe east is rather 
hostile to him; and it is his desire, as he 
expressed it, to beard the enemy in their 
den. He thinks by stumping the district 
east of the Alleghenies he can make the 
fight so warm that the forces of the other 
side will be kept so busily on the defensive 
that they will not find an opportunity to 
invade the western country. 

“It was with the purpose of carrving the 
fight into unsympathizing sections that the 
committee decided in favor of New York 
as the place of notification. The time 
named was July 2ist, but Mr. Bryan said 
he could not get ready in that time, so the 
notification will take place a week later. 

“T am confident that wherever Mr. Bryan 
speaks he will win his way. He is the 
most impressive talker I ever heard.”’ 

Won’t Believe Herbert Said It. 

Secretary Herbert’s friends here do not 
believe the report sent out by the Asso- 
ciated Press to the effect that he had open- 
ly declined to support the democratic nomi- 
nees, can be true..- They are confident there 
must be some mistake about it. If the 
press quotes the secretary correctly, how- 
ever, there will be less regret felt here that 
his beat, his county, his district and his 
state should have voted so solidly against 
his sentiments in the April primaries.

Alabama’s Large Iron Producer Has 
Changed Hands. 

Anniston, Ala., July 15.—(Special.)—The 
iron furnace. at Talladega, twenty-five miles 
south of here, for several years owned 
and operated by the Talladega Iron and 
Steel Company, but which has been idle 
for quite a while, has been sold by Captain 
W. P. Armstrong, of Selma, to the Ala- 
bama Iron and Railroad Company. 

The transfer was made to G. A. Matti- 
son, superintendent of the Birmingham and 
Atlantic Railway Company, ag representa- 
tive of the new company. 

It is the intention of the Alabaga Iron 
and Railroad Company to put the furnace 
in blast aS soon as some badly needed re- 
pairs can be made. The furnace, which is 
a large on@ is one of the best in the 
state and Yas most successfully operated 
for a number of years. It ig a compara- 
tively new plant and has attached to it 
several mines and branch railroads.

WILL DEFEAT TAUBENECK. 


People’s Party Convention Next Week 
Will Seek Another Chairman. 

St. Louis, July 15.—The people’s party con- 
vention, which will be held in the Audi- 
torium next Wednesday, will develop an 
interesting struggle between the leaders on 
the question of deposing Chairman Tau- 
beneck, 

Mr. Taubeneck has repeatedly stated that 
the convention would not indorse the can- 
didates of any other party; and that the 
platform that would be adopted would be 
modeled after the Omaha platform, witn 
such modifications as changing conditions 
demanded. 

As a result of his opposition to the wishes 
of what seems to be a majority of the party 
it is stated that Mr. Taubeneck will be 
defeated for re-election as chairman, and it 
is part of the programmé as it stands now 
to elect a new national committee with a 
hew.man as its chairman.

The latter is a candi- 
date for congress in the ninth district ol 
Tennessee, and has been shouting Teller all 
alone. Mr. McDowell has been counting on 
the support of the republicans, and if the 
convention indorses Bryan it will seriously 
handicap him in his race for congress. 

Sergeant at Arms McDowell announces 
the appointment of the following assistant 
sergeants at arms: Frank E. Ritchie, first 
assistant; C. F. Reifsnider and H. W. Beil, 
all of St. Louis; Eugene Smith, of Chicago, 
first assistant, and L. J. McPartin, of Lock- 
port, N. Y., member of the executive com- 
mittee of the national committee, first as- 
sistant sergeant at arms. Other appoint- 
ments will be made as fast as possible, 
but it is not expected that the list will be 
completed before the convention is ready 
to go into session. 

Another big thing that complicates the 
situation for the populists is the sudden 
change of front in the ranks of the silver 
party. When its convention was called to 
meet in this city, the date was set the same 
as the people’s party convention, in the 
belief that they were the closest together 
in their ideas as to what the platform 
should be. 

At present the silver party seems to ba 
ready to indorse the democratic platform 
and nominees, and to feel that its work 
has been done. The silver party convention 
will meet in Exposition Music hall Wednes- 
day, July 22d. There will be 1,200 delegates, 
representing every state and territory in 
the union, including Alaska.

The long delayed increase in the Atlanta 
fire department is to be made at once and 
work will be commenced on a new engine 
house in a few weeks. 

Yesterday afternoon the city attorney, af- 
ter consultation with Chief Joyner, closed a 
for the lot at. the corner of Church 
Spring streets, facing Church. The 
lot is fifty feet wide by one hundred feet 
long and it is on this beautiful site that 
engine house No. 8 is to be erected. 

Since he received the appropriation some 
time ago, Chief Joyner has been looking 
for a lot on -which to erect an engine 
house and by a good deal of hard work he 
managed to close a trade with the owner 
of the Tot, Dr. W. T. Goldsmith. 

The lot is-so situated that a fire appara- 
tus leaving it can go in any direction with 
equal and: will be able to cover a 
larger territory than any other company 
in service..In this new house there will 
be placed hose company No. § and chemi- 
No. 2. The chemical engine 
will cover the northern part of the city, 
while the chemical engine at fire head- 
quarters will cover the south side. 

The new hose company will answer most 
of the boxes on the north side and all cen- 
tral boxes. “Cap” Joyner is greatly 
pleased with the new lot and thinks that 
it is the best site for an engine house to 
be found in the city. The companies placed 
in the house will be two. of the most im- 
portant in the department, since the loca- 
tion makes them able to answer more 
boxes than any. other company. 

When completed engine house No. 8 will 
be exactly like engine house No. 7 in the 
seventh ward. There will be ample room 
for two companies in the house and it 
will be elegantly fitted up. By the Ist of 
January at the very latest the new com- 
pany will be at work. The addition of this 
company makes the Atlanta fire depart- 
ment larger than it has ever been and 
“Cap” Joyner will be better able to cope 
with large fires.

When Chief Joyner was granted the ap- 
propriation it Was understood that he 
would erect two engine and he {ts 
now looKing out for an ac for 
an engine the third ward. The 
house to be erected at an early date will 
be known as engine house No. 9 and will
